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Senator from Massachusetts, died in Washing- 
ton City yesterday, in the 64th year of his age. 
‘Twenty-three years consecutively has he held 
the exalted place in which death found him, and 
during all that time has he been a conspicuous 
figure m American history. He had achieved all 
the fame that he could possibly acquire, for 
not even the Presidency could have added any- 
thing to it. He bad lived to see the great labor 
of his life crowned with full fruition. His life 
had been no fitful fever, but a well-rounded 
noble, and calm achievement, and he sleeps 
well. 

Mr. Sumner was born in Boston, Jan. 6, 
1811, and had just entered upon his 64th year. 
When a boy he atterdea the Boston Latin 
School, and thence entered Harvard College, 
where he graduated in 1890. His father was a 
lawyer, and the son adopted the same profes- 
sion. A year after closing his collegiate course 
he entered Cambridge Law School, of which 
Judge Story was then a Professor. In 1834, be- 
ing then 23 years old, he was admitted to the 
Bar. He was, in addition to his legal acquire 
ments, a scholar, an orator, and a man of large 
literary acquirements. He was also laborious. 
He soon enjoyed a large practice. He published 
three volumes of Massachusetts Circuit Court 
Reports, containing the decisions of Judge Story. 
He was also the editor of the quarterly journal 
called the American Jurist. During several 
winters, while Judge Story was abseut at Wash- 
ington, Mr. Sumner took his piece as lec- 
turer in the Law School, and also, in 
the occasional. absences of Mr. Greenleaf, 
had sole charge of the school. In 1886 he de- 
clined a professorship in the Law School, and 
next year visited Europe. During his stay there, 
which continued until 1840, he resided in Italy, 
Germany, and France, giving an entire year to 
England. He resumed his law practide on his 
return, and in 1844-6 edited an edition of Ve- 
sey's Reports in twenty volumes. He had, up 
to 1645, taken no part in politias. In that 
year he delivered an oration on the 4th of July 
on the True Grandeur of Nations in which 
he denounced war asa meave of arbitrament of 
international controversies, and insisted that, as 
peaceful appeals to civil tribunals had taken the 
place of the wager of battle between individuals, 
so peaceful arbitration should be substituted for 
war in the determination of international mat- 
ters. The oration was a finished literary pro- 
duction, and this fact, and the subject of the 
discourse itself, attracted to it great attsntion 
in this country and Europe. Asan orator he 
was soon in demand, and other public addresses 
followed in rapid succession. 

In 1845, after the election of Mr. Polk to the 
Presidency, the annezatzon of Texas became a 
part of the defined policy of the Democratic 
party. In November, 1845, just before the 
meeting of Congress which was to execute that 
policy, Mr. Sumner delivered an oration in Fan- 
euil Hall, Boston, in opposition to the annexa- 
tion of Texas as a slave State. In 1846, Texas 
was admitted tothe Union. Mr. Sumner was 
now fairly enlisted in the war against slavery, 
and in 1846 he addreseed the Massachusetts 
Whig State Convention in favor of taking bold 


setis appointed Mr. Winthrop to fill the vacancy 
until the Legislature shouli meet. The coaii- 
tion of Democrats and Free-Hoil Whigs made a 
successful fight that year, electing Boutwell as 
Governor, N. P. Banks and sevetal other 
Democrats as members of Congress, and a 
Free-Soil Legislature. This Legisiature was 
occupied ..several. weeks in trying to fil 
the. vacancy in the Senate, and at last 
elected Robert 8. Rantoul to fill the un- 
expired term ending March, 1851, and Charles 
Sumner forthe long term beginning March 3, 
1861. 

Mr. Summer made his appearance in the Senate 


im December, 1851. At that time John P. Hale 
ard Salmon P. Chase were in the Senate, and 
these three were the sole representatives of the 
Free Soil party. Neither party recognized them 
and they were assigned to no committees. On a 
bill 66 repeal the Fugitive Slave law of 1850, 
which had been passed as one of the compromise 
measures, Mr. Sumner made an elaborate t peech 
attacking the whole institution of slavery, In 
1864, upon the proposition to abrogate the Mis- 
souri compromise line of 96:30, he and Mr. 
Chase were conspicuous in the debates. The 
bill, however, passed, and then begun the war 
in Kansas,—the struggle between the Free State 
men and the border-ruffians for its posees- 
sion. In 1856, he delivered his great speech, 
„The Crime Against Kansas, taking two days in 
ite delivery. The speech was delivered May 19 
and 20, and on May 22, while sitting at his 
desk in the Senate Chamber, engaged in writing, 
he was approached by Preston 8. Brooks, s 
Representative in Congress trom South Carolina, 
who proceeded to beat him over the head and 
shoulders with a heavy gutta-percha cane. Mr. 
Sumner was so seated that he could not rise, and 
in afew minutes he fell insensible to the floor. 
fully recovered. He was unable to resume his 


and the succeeding winter occupied his seat in 
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to the election of Lincoln and Hamlin. It may be 
confidently predicted that it will live as long as 
the United States has à history. In the reorgan- 
cans, for the firet time, were in a majority of that 
body, with a Republican as presiding officer. Mr. 
op Foreign Relations, which placed he filled to 
the honor of the country during the War, and 
until a few years ago, when he wae removed by 
order of a caucus of the Republican Senators, 
at the instance of the President, and the place 
given to Simon Cameron,—a transaction vastly 
shameful to all concerned in it. 

During the War, Mr. Sumner was a consistent 
supporter of ‘all measures | to the 
emancipation of the slaves. In 1862, he had the 
satisfaction of securing the repeal of the Fugi- 
tive Slave law. After the Rebellion had closed, 
he took an active part in maturing the recon- 
struction measures, and from the first to the 
last, even to the last hour of his official life, he 
sought to incorporate in the national law a man- 
datory recognition of the social as well as the 
legal equality of the colored race, From 1864, 
he had endeavored to have negro suffrage made 
part of the Constitution, aud it was not until 
some years later that he could get the concur- 
rence of the required number of Senators in 
that proposition. Since 1870, he has at every ges- 
sion labored earnestly to have his Civil Rights 
bill enacted, that the colored citizens may have 
legally the same rights in hotels, in all public 
conveyances, and in all public places, that are 
conceded to the whites. Several times during 
the present session he has endeavored to have 
this bill considered, The last public ‘service he 
rendered was an appeal to the Senate against 
the confirmation of Simmons as Collector of the 
Port of Boston. Some two years ago, Mr. Sum- 
ner proposed in the Senate a joint resolution 
directing the omission from the future army 
registers of the names of battles in the late 
Civil War in which the several regiments of the 
regular army had participated. This resolution 
evoked a vast quantity of cheap and wordy 
loyalty, and the Massachusetts Legislature 
passed ateries of resolutions censuring Mr. 
Sumner for his conduct. The Legisla- 
ture, at its present session, has had. the 
good sense to reecind the resolutions of censure, 
and these rescinding resolutions were presented 
to Congress a few days ago. Mr. Sumner’s term 
of office would have éxpired March 3, 1875, and 
the Legislature to be elected this fall would 
have been elected on the issue of re-electing him 
or not. It s almost certain that he would have 
been re-elected. 

‘I still live,” said his great predecessor when 
about to close his eyes in death; but Mr. Sum- 
ner descends to posterity with s more enduring 
fame than Webster's. No man has ever graced 
the American Senate who will be remembered 
longer or more gratefully than he. He walked 
on a higher plane than Mr. Seward. He went 
deeper into the merits of the anti-slavery cause 
than Mr. Onase. He was the most inflexible 
man of his time, as well as the most 
polished and erudite of his contemporaries. 
His industry was even more vast than his 
learning. Hig personal purity was so far above 
reproach that he was never even accused of dis- 
honor. The only flaw that could be found in his 
otherwise unassailable fame was personal vanity. 
Few statesmen have been better justified in 
holding themselves in high esteem than Mr. 
Summer; and when we look back at the turmoil 
in which he moved, and note the petty devices 
which men io his station commonly employ to 
secure political ends and personal advancement, 
—devices to which he was utterly a stranger, 
this weakness can be readily pardoned. Again 
we say, a great man has fallen, and we shal] not 
soon look upon his like again.

BUTLER BOLTLED-UP AGAIN. 

It is rather curious that the various Congres- 
‘sional committees of investigation are not able 
to commence working a vein of corruption with- 
out finding Benjamin F. Butler in it before they 
is still more curious that Benjamin F. Butler, 
although he professes to be strictly virtuous, 
aod affirms he has nothing to do with the cor- 
ruption, invariably opposes the progress of the 
Comittee, and stoutly defends the corruption- 
ists. If ha is nots party to the multitudinous 
rings which have their centre in Washington, 


if part of the stealings is not finding ita way into 


his pocket, it is perfectly proper to inquire why 
he is always found in these dark by-ways, keep- 
ing company with corruptionists, snd appearing 
as their apologist and defender. Ef he is not 
linked to them by the common tie of plunder, 
what is the nature of his mysterious affinity for 
them, and why does he always turn up the mo- 
ment a committee gete in the neighborhood of 
the corruption for which it is seeking? There 
has not been a job of political knavery trans- 
acted in Massachusetts for years in whieh Ben- 
jamin’ F. Butler has not been engaged, end 
yet, according to Butler, there never was a man 
of such immaculate political purity as Benjamin 
F. Butler. Whenever revenue frauds have been 
investigated, Butler has always interposed his 
influence to prevent it, and yet he avers he has 
never had anything to do with them. When the 
Sanborn contracts were called for, Butler sought 
to bully not only the Commitiee but the whole 
House out of their purpose, and yet, according 
to his own testimony, he had nothing to do with 
them. Now that the man Jayne is under in- 
vestigation for blackmailing merchants und 
seizing their books and papers, it appears that 
Butler has been his attorney and counsellor, and 
yet he solemply insists that he has no interest 
in customs moieties, and knows nothing about 
the nefarious business. For one 80 pure, 80 
excellent, so exemplary, and so patriotic withal, 
he has been keeping very singular company, to 
say the least. 

Under such circumstances, and judging a man 
by the company he keeps, it is not surprising 
that there should be a suspicion in Congress and 
out of u that Mr. Benjamin F. Butler is not the 
paragon he claims to be, and that all 
his clients and creatures are not the 
bonest men and Christian soldiers which he 
claims thean to be. When that honest man San 
born turns out to have been his storekeeper in 
Virginia during the War, aod the procurer of 
affidavits against private character for his master 
to use in crushing out his opponents, sad when 
that “Christian soldier” Simmons, who has 
been promoted by Butler to the Boston Custom- 
House for helping Sanborn collect revenue, 
turns out also to have been in the political em- 
ployment of Butler, it u not remarkable that 
Congress should suspect the whole three. Thus 
far, however, suspicions have been of no avail, 
for the reason that Mr. Benjamin F. Butler has 
succeeded in bullying Congress to such an ex- 
tent that no one has dared to express an opinion 
or breathe a suspicion. He has bullied the 
President. Ele has bullied the House and its 
committees, He has bullied the people of Mas- 
sachusetie. He has bullied the merchants of 
Boston. He has attempted to bully the newspa- 
pers, and, not succeeding in this, has contented 
bimself with abusing them. He has carried his 
bullying so far that, by the sheer force of 
bragen effrontery, he has not only steved 
off investigations, but has fairly para- 
lyzed members of the House who were 
supposed to have had pluck enough to 
stand up and face him. At last, how- 
ever, David, the deliverer, has appeared. He 
took his little sling, went out and met the blus- 
tering Philistine bully, and, at the very first 
throw, he brought him to the ground. Mr. Fos- 
ter, of Ohio, a quiet, taciturn man, who has 
scarcely been heard of before, is the man who 
took the bully, put him on the rack, and stretched 
him until the conceit was taken out of him.

Mr. Hopkins, of this county, has introduced a
